Memorandum of Understand ing 

This agreement is entered into this I st day of May, 2019 by and between Ring LLC (“Ring”) and Chula Vista 
Police Department (“Agency”), (collectively the “parties”) and will provide Agency access to the Neighbors 
Portal to communicate with users of the Neighbors app (“Ring Neighbors”) and encourage community' 
engagement as we work together to make Chula Vista (“City”) neighborhoods safer. 

• Neighbors by Ring app (“Neighbors App”) is a digital neighborhood watch that both law 
enforcement and the public may access free of charge by downloading the Neighbors App (iOS 
and Android). 

• The Neighbors App allows users to share and comment on real time crime and safety events in 
their neighborhood. 

• As part of the program, Agency may: 

0 Utilize the critical crime and safety events that are posted in the Neighbors App by' Ring 
Neighbors to assist in law enforcement operations and investigations; and 

0 Post information relating to critical incidents and other incidents in the app to keep Ring

Either party may terminate Agency’s participation in the program at any time by providing 30 days’ written 
notice to the other party; provided that in the case of material breach of this Agreement by the Agency, Ring 
shall only be required to provide three days’ written notice to Agency.

Agency agrees to use the Neighbors Portal only as expressly authorized by Ring and only in connection with 
bona tide Agency work. Ring’s terms of service and privacy notice, as posted on Ring.com, shall apply to all 
u.ses of the Neighbors App and, as applicable, the Neighbors Portal.

At no point shall either party receive compensation from each other as a result of this program.
